In his letter to Premier Daladier, Herr 
Hitler makes plain what was involved in 
the hitherto unpublished demands he made 
upon Poland. These concessions, ‘if grant- 
ed, would cut what was left of Poland off 
from the sea and doom it to 


strangulation. It can never have been in 
his mind that the Poles or any other 
people would submit to that fate if they 
could help themselves. 

An outlet and inlet for trade is more 
important to Poland than the retention 
of Danzig as a free city. Its status as 
such is only important because this guar- 
antees that the Vistula estuary will not be 
closed to Polish trade. In reciting his 
demands the Fuehrer discloses officially 
that he proposed to destroy Poland as a 
country capable of anything more than 
meagre existence, and existing at all only 
on sufferance. 

Nothing in the clauses to which he ob- 
jects in the Treaty of Versailles did any- 
thing more unjust to Germany than the 
Fuehrer thus planned to do to Poland. In 
his letter he asserts that he only aims to 
right a wrong done to Germany. He can- 
not deny that he planned to do so by com- 
mitting a wrong of the same kind, and 
more deadly in its effects, upon another 
country.

Most serious turn to events in Europe is the 
non-aggression pact between Russia and Ger- 
many. Coming as it does with the Reich army 
prepared along the Polish frontier to enforce 
Hitler's aims, and farmers ordered to have their 
crops in by the third week of August, it has a 
sinister look. A blow may be 
struck ere ever these lines 
appear in print. Poland is in 
different position from that of 
Czecho-Slovakia at the time of the Munich ap- 
peasement pact a year ago. She is a warrior 
nation and will fight, if needs be, to the death. 
France and Britain are prepared to stand by her. 
This is the time of crisis. 

Moscow's consent to enter a non-aggression 
pact with a nation that never observes non- 
aggression pacts, is open to many constructions. 
Is the Russian army unfit to take the field? Is 
Russia still suspicious of the good faith of Britain 
since the Chamberlain betrayal of democracy in 
Spain? Perhaps both reasons are effective. 
Russia can have no illusions about German in- 
tentons toward her, since Hitler has never taken 
pains to conceal his hopes to make the Russian 
Ukraine a German possession. The non-aggres- 
sion pact is merely one of non-aggression. It does 
not obligate Russia to become a war ally-merely 
to refrain from aggressive acts. Russia still has 
trouble on her hands with Germany's eastern 
ally, Japan. The issues are too involved for 
understanding without a clear statement of Rus- 
Sian policy, and that will not be given. Russia 
is for Russia—neither for Fascism in Italy and 
Germany or for capitalism in Britain.

One of the reasons why Germany wants 
Poland is revealed jn a letter from a German 
metallurgist in the Journal of the American So- 
ciety for Metals and Metal Progress. German 
iron ore, says Herr Hougardy of the Deutsche 
Edelstahlewerke at Krefield, Germany, contains 
up to 0.20 per cent arsenic. 
The arsenic is transferred 
from the ore to the pig-iron 
and from the pig-iron to the 
finished steel. Due to the use of scrap the per- 
centage of arsenical impurity in German steels 
is constantly increasing. High speed stee]—the 
type used in the all-important machine tools—is 
particularly affected. Cutting efficiency is im- 
paired by as much as one-fifth. In soft steel, 
weldablity is reduced by the presence of small 
quantities of arsenic—especially in flame weld- 
ing. Larger amounts make flame welding im- 
possible. 

If Germany is to impose its will on the world 
by cannon, tank and aerial bomb, it 
better steel.

Lord Elgin, on August 30, 1851, prorogued the 
last parliament of the Province of Canada held 
at Toronto during his regime. It was also the 
first held in Upper Canada after the burning of 
the parliament house at Montreal in 1849. On 
the whole, it had been “a very well behaved 
parliament,” according to Lord Elgin, who 
doubted if even the House of Commons at West- 
minster could have done business more method- 
ically, in spite of the racial cleavage in Canada 
He ascribed this result to the conciliation of both 
LaFontaine and Baldwin, regretting that both 
were soon to disappear from the scene. (Bald- 
win had already resigned.)

In this era of rapid aviation, of giant 
dirigibles, of streamlined ships and of mass 
hysteria, any weak nation is liable to fall prey 
to others. We are the choicest morsel predatory 
nations could hope to snap up.

Another Bump 


Meeting at Winnipeg during June, the Mani- 
toba Division of the Canadian Weekly News- 
papers’ Association passed a resolution recom- 
mending that the deficit in the operating cost of 
the C.N.R. should be charged to direct taxation 
so as to bring it more forcibly to the attention 
of the Canadian people. Immediately, this 
resolution was broadcast throughout Canada 
and reprints of it were sent to all and sundry 
Canadian newspaper offices, and so forth. Im- 
mediately, too, the “unificationist” press, mean- 
ing papers like the Montreal Star, the Montreal 
Gazette and the Toronto Globe and Mail, raised 
loud hosannas. 

What was not broadcast was the fact that a 
resolution favoring unification had been flatly 
voted down by the Manitoba weekly newspapers 
and that subsequently this relatively dehydrated 
reference to C.N.R. deficits got by with com- 
paratively little discussion. 

The secretary of the Manitoba Division who 
had charge of publicity during the Winnipeg 
convention, has since told The Tribune that a 
resolution suggesting unification of Canadian 
railways was introduced in the convention but 
was killed. He did not mention it in his news 
release, he Says, because it had been turned 
down! The sessions at which this happened 
were not open meetings, and were not attended 
by reporters of the outside press. 

Ten days ago the national organization, the 
Canadian Weekly Newspapers’ Association, met 
at Niagara Falls, Ontario. The Manitoba Divi- 
sion was slated to offer the same “deficits resolu- 
tion” as had got by here in June. But on the 
eve of their departure certain Manitoba mem- 
bers began to “hear from home” and it was con- 
sidered advisable to drop the resolution, which 
was indeed a red hot potato. It was not intro- 
duced at Niagara Falls, therefore; and instead 
of this highly contentious, “near - unification” 
utterance, the following resolution was passea 
by the national convention: 

“Whereas the purpose of the C.W.N.A. is 
to preserve the freedom of the press and the 
rights of its members, and whereas pro- 
nouncements concerning other matters may 
impair the freedom of members and prejudice 
their rights, therefore be it resolved that this 
association refrain from making pronounce- 
ments concerning matters other than those 
directly related to the freedom of the press or 
the rights of its members, and we recommend 

that the divisions do likewise.”

Their new-found interest 
in the weekly newspapers has suffered a sudden 
slump.
